Under Honecker GDR 
will remain East Bloc 
watchdog 


CE ommunist capitals in Eastern Europe 
took Walter Ulbricht’s resignation 
afıd the emergence of Erich Honecker at 
the head of the SED in East Berlin quite 
calmly. Their obvious air of expectation 
js by no means surprising, In the whole of 
communist Eastern Europe Ulbricht was 
a man who was well known, but not 
particularly well liked by the man-in-the- 
street nor senior party officials, 

From Warsaw to Bucharest the former 
Socialist Unity Party leader was known as 
one of those dyed-in-the-wool com’ 
rades who — oecasionally with the conm- 
plete support of the Kremlin — stuck his 
nose into the internal affairs and develop- 
ments in other States of tlie Warsaw Pact 
and dealt out severe and unrentitting 
criticisms, 

He was also seen to raise a threatening 
finger and played the role of the keeper 
of the ideological grail or the school 
ma'am. Nor did Ulbricht ever forget in his 
calculations to throw in the econonic 
superiority of the GDR. 

He stuck in the craw of the Rumanians 
for a long time amid great bitterness 
when they decided fo go ît alone in 
resuming diplomatic relations with the 
Federal Republic. He accused hîş Ru* 
manian comrades openly of having ex- 
cluded themselves from the comntuunity of 
tle socialist camp. 

When the normalisation of relalions 
between this country and Rumania spark- 
ed off contacls with Hımgary and Dul- 
garla as well it was Ulbricht wilo clanıped 
down again, and even managed to make 
Budapesl and Sofia toe the Moscow and 
Easi Berlin line of German policies’ again 
‘and subject tltemselves.4o the reasohing 


` of thè East Ble; ` 


f was Ulbricht's main aim in the 
Eastern camp to have a say in oll 
questions of German policy, after he had 
received an assurance from lho Kremlin 
that there would never be ppc! 
of any kind between tho individual States 
of the Warsaw Pact and the Federal 
Republic before 1le Federal Republic had 
fully recognised the German Democratic 
Republic. 

Following the change of power in Cast 
Berlin there still seems to be litle chance 
that thero will be a great change in the 
relationship between the GDR and other 
Warsaw Pact States. 

Erich Honecker is as good a guarantee 
as could be wanted that the GDR will 
stick to its guns. In the past le has always 
been standing behind Ulbricht and las 
often come to the fore when it has been a 
question of calling the Eastern European 
brother parties back to order, and making 
them pursue the line of SED concepts in 
the political and ideological sector on the 
rond to “proletarian internationalism". 

. When Honecker sald in his first political 
şpeech as the new secretary of the party 
that under his leadership the SED would 
strengthen its brotherly. relations with all 
Marxist-Lertinist parties and would strive 


. for’ a zeinforcement of the socialist 


community of States it is clear that he 
meant that East Berlin will continue to 
keep a watchful and critical eye on allied 
partles in Eastern Europe. 
. Only time will tell, however, whether 
Honecker’s voice will  çarry as much 
weight as Ulbricht’s in the long run in 
Communist Eastern Europe. 0

This became in- 
creasingly clear after Russia and ils 
satellites mıarched into Prague in 1968. 

It is something that is also felt by the 
Maoist splinter groups in Western Europe 
and elsewhere. The Chinese gave a posi- 
tion of importance to the fight against 
the “new tsars" by adding fuel to the fire 
of Eastern European anti-colonialism, and 
since then these groups in the West have 
been completely disorientated. 

Now in the eyes of the Sovlet Union 
the emancipatory politics of Peking have 
taken on a new quality. At flrst the 
Krenılin play-acted with pretended ron- 
chalance, First of all it allowed its 
satellites to make pointed comments 
abot ping-pong diplomacy, But it was 
unable to hold this pose for long. 

Obviously the passivity of officialdom 
in Russig itself and in the satelite States 
caused an air of insecurity. The Soviet 
Union must also lave been glarmed by 
the impulses that activated the Anterican- 
Chinese contact network in Asian areas, 
above all Japan. 

Now the Russians have opened an 
offensive of hatred. This is at two levels, 
the one ideological and the other to do 
with power politics, While Prarda has 
attacked the Chinese for playing a double 
game with its ideological concept the 
weekly paper Novoye Premiya, closely 
linked to the Soviet Foreign Ministry, has 
reproached the People’s Republic of 
China for pursuing an unprincipled for- 
eign policy. 

Both of these lines of attack have been 
occasioned by lhe worries clearly har 
boured by the Soviet Union that the 
Moscow foreign policy will be confronted 
with questions of power and changes in 
the balance of power of international 
dimensions. 

Under Uıe surface of all these attacks it 
is clear to see Ihe motiyation of fear {hat 
the American-Chinose tapprocHement Will 
lead 10 an intensification. of .Chinese 
pressuro on Ihe Soviet Union and to 
changes in tho attiludes :of smaller Stales 
in Asia and Europe towards Soviet power 
policies, 

Statements made in Noroye Freniya 
are permeated with ontbreaks of wrath 
and intolerance, a clear indication of the 
nervousness wiıich afflicts Moscow. This 
also reflocts the perplexily which reigns 
at the moment in ligltor Soviet official 
levels, 

Tho Kremlin obviously does not know 
how it should react to the new situation, 
Its Initial reaction has been governed by û 
feeling of discomfort, Probably it is 
playing for time to judge its future moves 
aud tactical gambits. But obviously the 
powers that be in tle Kremlin have seen 
that a now era is dawning and that in 
questions of power politics the writing is

This failure was even more em-

CARE Is still in existence, helping poor 
countries to provide drinking water 
systems, to sow crops and to build roads, 
schools and hospitals. 

This private ald organisation is today 
helping the poor and needy In 34 
different countrles, It provided aid after 
the earthquake disasters iı Turkey and 
Peru, the ‘famines in Indin, Nigeria and 
Biafra and’ the flood in East Pakistan. 
CARE will continue to exist as long as 
the world needs it.

“Dear Eva," one German American 
wrote, “The letter you Sent me after a 
gap of twelve years caused me joy and 
astonishment. Joy because you are still 
alive and astonishment because we were 
not ‘really close friends. But I will of 
course send you a package.”

The dally ration in January 1948 for 
anyone who was not a farmer, manufac- 
turer or blackmarketeer was two potatoes 
(which were not always available), three 
slices of bread, a tablespoon of prepared 
foodstuffs, a tablespoon of soup pro- 
ducts, a teaspoon of cheese (if It was on 
sale), ten grams of lard and a small 
quantity of malt coffee, 

There was also a monthly ration of 200 
grams of meat (a medium-sized steak 
today), a pound of flour and & potind of 
Sugar. 

People receiving care packages were 
treated like royally and could obtain 
spare parts, iimertubes for bicyeles, fuel, 
theatre tickets, glass for windows, alcohol 
ûùnd shoês suitable for the winter, The were 
also allowed to enter (owns that were not 
supposed to accept further refugees.

Drãgerwerke of Lübeck, the firm that 
also produces the normal breathalyser, has 
developed a more refined method that 
should enable police to obtain more 
accurate measurements, 1 

The new breathalyser is now being 
tested by local politicians in Hanıburg. 
They went to Lübeck to see the new 
method and bronght a few of the new 
breathalysers back with them to Hamburg 
for trial use at two of the police stations in 
the city, 

The new breathalysers are longer arid 
thinner and have a more accurate scale 
than the ones now in use, The advantage 
is that the scale is larger and a more 
accurate reading can be obtained. 

But the equipment going with the 
breathalyser must be changed. Nobody 
wollld have lungs strong enough to blow a 
litre of air through the tube into the 
plastic bag attaclıed. 
°` In future drivers under suspicion will be 
asked to breathe dircetiy into the bag 
that will then be sealed by a glass tap. 

The tube will tlıen be attached and the 
air in the bag sucked into it through a 
vacuuın punıp. As compressed air will be 
needed this equipment is only suitable for 
use at police stalions and not on {he 
scene of tlie offence. 4 

Equipping a police station with {his 
equipment would cost about 300 Marks. 
Each tube would cost about 1.75 Marks, 

The normal brenihalyser will still be 
used to test drivers when stopped on the

After taking a job they find no oppor- 
tunity of developing in this direction, The 
monotonous and higlrly organised work 
in industry only stifles any intellectual 
interests they may have, 

There are many examples of this 
intellectual apathy and sterility. The 
general attitude 1o politics is one of 
apathy and indifference, 

The young girls" statements show that 
this is so: “Politics is boring, it's all talk." 
Or: “Don't talk lo me aboul politics, it 
doesn't interest me." Again: “I dolı'l 
Want to know a thing about politics, 1 
don’t understand a thing about il." 

The young girls are only willing to help 
form their own environment as far is 
purely material aspects ùre concerned. 
Professor Jaide showed that they tend fo 
be conservative. 

They lake fittle parl in the present-day 
search for new ways of life anl ew 
things to do. Their life does not exceed 
the limits of the morality of Ihe everyday 
bourgeois world. 

Professor Jaide states, “They ilo nut 
take a clear stand agithıst promiscuity ar 
immorality, They just consider it to be 
ald hat or bolicve that it is best tu he 
decent.” 

Tlie most imporlan( subject for them is 
selling up a household and Starting i 
family of their own, They take a corm- 
pletoly uncritical attitude towards this 
and Iheir thinking betrays their steren. 
typed ideas. 

Theirs ideas of marrlago ure Ofer rai 
and vague. Seventoen-yeur-old Elke suid, 
“I would agree lo 80l married lo any 
young lad with whom I get on well, lı 
would be nice to be married and have u 
home..." 

Nineteen-year-old Susanne said, “When 
I'm married with one or two children | 
wouldnt want to work full-time. td only 
want to work for my husband and 
children. There's always something to Jo 
around the house," 

Professor Jaide believes that the de- 
mands of modern living are so many and 
so burdensome for these young girls that 
they take refuge in a vicw of the world 
that ie less demands on them, 

“They want to be left in peace," the 
Professor writes. “They want to be spared 
the pluralism of selection, not to mention 
the taking of sides in the struggle for and 
0 opposing ways of life and ideolo. 


Professor Jaidé claims that this ten- 
dency. to crawl into their owi. shells is 
due to the’ fact that there is inadequate 
Opportunity for the lower classes to form 
opinions in the Federal Republic. and 
inadequate öpportunity for them to com- 
munlcate. Tle lower, classes are not 
effectively inte, ted, he says, 

Because of this he demands that work.

Parents often force thelr daughters to 
take a job as soon as they are legally 
allowed to leave school. Tha schools 
themselvas taka Iittla interest in girls 
on the whole. Thess young famale 
workers ars often in a dead-end job. 
They become bored and indolent and 
only want to eatn money and be taken 
cara af, 


(i is eighteen years old and works 

\ in arr abattoir — certainly no job for 
weak stomachs, But Karin says, "1 don't 
mind doing it, money’s my main object. 
My mother's been here a long tine and 
that's how I started here, It’s dirly work 
but well-paid," 

Kurin has been working at the abattoir 
for two years ıtow. She had to leave 
school at [ifteen. “I never liked school,” 
she admits, “I always played truant.” She 
does not Jike her vocational college 
either: “Pm glad that Ill be finished 
there soon," 

Her only wish i$ to earn as much 
money in as short ù Lime as possible and 
then marry arid s0 be independent of her 
parents. 

A survey of girl pupils at vocational 
training schools in Hamburg conducted 
by Professor Jaide of Hanover shows that 
Karin's views are typical for young girls at 
work. 

Few of the young girls paid much 
thought to what sort of job they ought to 
do. Monika, anather elghteen-year-old 
‘Works “185 alr"assistant' in f'grocer's’and' 
SAYS, My .job.wasi’t ‘allthat.importunt. J 
just take things as they come." 

Seventeen-yearold Elke works in a 
textile mill. “My girlfriend went out to 
work as soon as she left school and | went 
with her,” she says. 

The career adviser service has scarcely 
bothered about these girls. A lot of them 
did begin a career training course but 
SOI Bave it up for a variety of reasons, 

Among excuses are: “| couldn't get a 
health certificate for {he children's home 
and couldn’t start my training course.” 
Or: “Afler a week I noticed that I earned 
too little during my course. [ then gave it 
up.” Or again: “I didn’t see eye lo eye 
with my bass,” 

An inadequate school education often 
rules out al hope of a training course. 
The statistics for Hamburg schools show 
that only 37 per cent of irts at the lower . 
grades of vocational schools have the 
normal elementary school certificate, The 
remaining 63 per cent left school too 
early or attended special schools. 

In many cases these girls do not leave 


school because they, ate not intelligent. . 
enough to continue thre: They are often 


sinıply tired of schoo! or do not want to 
learn. : . 

Eighteen-year-old Barbara works on the 
asşembly lite of an eleptrical manufactur- 
er, “1 didn’t like going to school,” she.
